Too much fat, salt in school 
lunches, USDA report says

WASHINGTON — bcliooi caictcrius give 
students too much salt and fat, setting them up 
for cancer, heart disease, and other ailments, the 
Agriculture Department said Monday. 

"Wc con't continue to deep fry our children’s 
health," Agriculture Sccrcta^ Mike Espy said at 
an elcmcnloiy school cafetenn where he released 
a report criticizing the school lunch program for 
failing to meet dietary guidelines his department 
helped set. 

The report showed that lunches offered by the 
nation's schools exceed the government’s own 
dietary guidelines for fat by 25 percent and for 
saturated fat by 50 percent. The report also 
showed that school lunches exceed 'recommen- 
dations for sodium intake by nearly 100 percent. 

Espy and his assistant sccrctaiy for food and 
consumer services, Ellen Haas, joined children at 
Brcnt' Elemcniary School near the U.S. Capitol 
for 0 lunch of chicken, tossed salad, green beans, 
buttered roll, milk and a fresh apple or poor. 

The chicken was breaded and had its skin, 
where most of the fat is found, but it was baked 
even ihough it looked fried. “What wc have to 
do is find a medium between what they like and 


what's nutritious,*' said James Adiuns. cafeteria 
manager. ~

The department spends more than S4 billion a 
year to help the nation's public and private 
schools feed 25 million students a doy. More 
tlian half of those sntdents come from poor fami- 
lies and receive the meals free or at a lowered 
price. 

Looking at what students ate throughout the 
day. the survey also found that they consumed 
more &I, saturated fat and sodium than recom- 
mended. Those who ate the school nrnclfes were 
even more likely to get more of their calories 
from fal. 

The Dictaiy Guidelines for Americans, devel- 
oped by the departments of Agriculture; and of 
Health and Human- Services, recommend limit- 
ingfots.

WASHINGTON (AP) — An out>of-control 
Chinese satellite is expected to plunge bock to Coith 
os eoriy as Friday, showering parts of the world with

Exactly when and where lhe_ satellite' will come 
down cannot be predicted until the final hours. The 
satellite’s orbit carries h over much of the populated 
world, os for north as Moscow and London and as for 
south as the tip of Argentina and Chile. 


The four-ton satellite was launched Oct 8 trom the 
Jiuquon Launch Center in the Gobi Desert on a Long

It porir.iy.s men as predators and 
women as prey - women who by nature are 
innocent, passive.-manipiilable and almost 
asexual and whose fnigile composure emm- 
bies when titey encounter male sexuality. 

Thi.Tf'emimsm-cxplaimf-n-fetituretd'eon— 

temporary campus life, the "Take Back the 
Night" marches. At these rituals, "survivors" 
of sexual "violence." very hroadly definei]. 
"speak out" about their "voicelessness." They 
describe being "silenced" by a shadowy force 
with several names - "men" or. for the intel- 
lectually itp-scalc. "pairiarehic hegemony" 
nnd “phallocentrism." 

A.S Roiphe dryly iiolcs. being "silenced" is 
nn experience of the articulate, whose tone is 
often self-congratuintory: I have survived vic- 
timization, so J am very brave. Participants in 
these marche.s-as-therapy. .Llys Roiphe. are 
“more ovcrsutuniied wiili scir-esicem than 
. with cholesterol.", 

Today, when certified victim groups .surely 
aggregate to at least 200 percent of the na- 
lion's population, one oncn-rcpealcd .statistic 
of sufTering i.s that one in four college women 
is a victim of rape or .iitempied rape. One 
study that popularized that factoid has inter- 
esting flaw.s. Scvcnly-lhrec percent of the 
women categprized as rape victims did not 
thcmsclvc.s define llieir experiences ns rape. 
Some feminists say thal jujjl proves how much 
those women need their conscioasnesses 
"raised." 

But at Berkeley, with 14.000 female stu- 
dents. only two ropes were reported to the po- , 
lice in 1990. And Roiphe considers it remark- 


able that .she suppo.sedly lives amidst an epi- 
demic. with 25 percent of her peers cncoiln- 
lering nipisi.s. yet she never noticed it. "Some- 
body." site says, "is ’finding' this rape crisis, 
and finding il for a reason." 

They find il by po.stulaiing that women are 
trapped in a “rape culture" where they are 
powerless and hence true sexual coasont is 
problematic, perhaps impossible. The chorus 
about the ubiquity of "date rape" or "acquain- 
tance rape" generates a climate ofcoiLStant 
fear that Roiphe siiys sequesters feminism "in 
the teary province of trauma and crisis." In the 
procc.ss, llte brutal crime of rape is trivialized. 

Pamphlets titled "Is Dating Dangerous','" 
and "Friends Raping Friends" warn freshmen 
women ip "he on your guard with every 
mnn.'.l^uch litenmire expresses wimt Roiphe 
calls "the old sugar-and-spiee approach to I'e- 
miilc clianictcr.” It infantalizcs women, por- 
t r.iving them as h elnle ss before the onslauitht

Doctors began Monday to rewrite -Ritalin 
prescriptions from Ciba'to the generic form 
made by MD Pharmaceutical, he said. 


Fuchs said he began stocking up on Ri- 
talin after he received a letter frorn Ciba- 
Geigy Corp., which makes Ritalin, that 
said he would soon experience shortages of 
the drug. 

Governmental slowness and manufactur- 
ing problems caused delays in production 
of the drug regulated by the federal Drug 
Enforcement Administration, The Associ- 
ated Prcss'has reported. 

The DEA allows only a certain amount, 
of mclhylphcnidatc. the generic name for 
Ritalin, to be made each year because of it.s 
potential for illegal use. 

Fuchs said he has enough generic Ritalin 
to handle his regular cu.stomcrs until mid 
December, when the shortage is expected 
to end. but that would change if he picks 
up customers from other pharmacies, 
which is likely. 

The pharmacy has already run out of 
Cibn’s Ritalin brand in one dosage, he said. 


The generic brand is nbout-zo pereem 
less expensive than Ciba^ and it is the same 
drug, Fuchs said.

Menopause will come and bring with it 
well-known baggage — the hot flashes, 
mood swings, vaginal dryness and pos- 
sible depression that signal the end of 
her body’s estrogen production and 
reproductive capability.

Shechy, who is working on a book on 
the subject, then lobs the bombshell that 
doctors and researchers argue over: 
There is new testosterone therapy on the 
horizon that, Shechy says, promises 
“perpetual virility.” 

Have men and their needs in aging 
been overlooked? Or is male menopause 
just another caiehphrasc — ora market- 
ing tool — for a generation of baby 
boomers unwilling to accept growing 
old? 

The latest entry into that debate come 
lost week, when me U.S, Food and Driig 
Administration gave its approval to a 
California company to begin marketing 
a testosterone patch. 

Alza Coip. of Palo Alto, Calif., says 
the Tescaderm patch was developed to 
treat hypogonadism — a rare disease 
that causes serious depiction of icsto^ 
tcronc. 

But the' company, which mokes SI. 4 
million a year selling patches for angina 
:reIief,.smaldng.cessaiion.atuLesuogcn- 
rcplaccment, isn't expected to stop 
there. >■ 

'Although only 150,000 men in the 
country have hypogdni^m (currently 
treated with* testoslemne injections 


every two to three wcek.s), the compo-_ 
riy's stock jumiicd 1>^ point s the d ay tlic*' 
approval to market the patch was 
announced. Some doctors and financial 
analysts tmrficdiatcly began speculating 
that, 10 years from now, men with nor- 
mal testosterone levels will be applying 
the patches, hoping to boost virility or 
stem muscle or bone los.s. 

That disturbs some doctors, including 
Dr. Roberta Bracken, o Charlotte, N.C., 
endocrinologist. 

“It has always been thought that 
(declining) Icsiosicrbnc is a natural 
occurrence of oging. It's not been seen 
as something that needed to be correct- 
ed,'' said Bracken, who specializes in 
male hormonal dysfunction. 

“Is it worthy of being labeled as 
another disease process', or is it just 
another function of normal aging?" 
Bracken said. "Tlial's what's controver- 
sial." 

There are physical changes as men 
age' — but they may be coincidcrital to 
Ihe'dcclinc of testosterone,' researchers 
say. There Is* some muscle and bone 
loss, and cnxtions may take longer and 
be less firm. Men oftijn find their desire • 
for sex wanes. .

The chief dangers are the unknowns. 

Little research has been done on 
testosterone supplements; part of l5ic 
FDA approval of the Tcsladcrm patch 
specified that Alza Corp. must launch 
studies. 

.. High levels of testosterone have been 
linked to benign enlargement of the 
prostate gland — which carries another 
set of problems. Tlicrc also may be an 
increasing risk of prostate cancer. Some 
researchers wonder whether testosterone 
stimulation could cause tiny, undiag- 
nosed prostate cancers to grow foster , 
than would have been die case. 

Most U.S. doctors maintain that some 
testosterone los.s is not necessarily a bad 
thing. 

* First, Bracken and other doctors 
say. less testosterone doc-sn'c have to 
mean less sex. 

Second, because the decline of. 
testosterone production in men is vdry 
gradual and not universal, there is no 
battery of common symptoms. ’

Camacho, of Coral Springs. Fla., says 
her mother-in-law didn't like the name at 
first, because she was looking for some- 
thing more traditionally Hispanic. But 
once she got hooked on the program, she 
came to love the name. 

“Everyone is out for the unusual," 
Cattoneo says. ,“^e arc seeing more and 
more names that have no connection to 
family background or histoty." 


In African-American communities, for 
example, parcni.s arc coming up with 
African-sounding names for their babies. 
Some are authentic, some are not. 

The trend began during the civil rights 
and black power movements of the '60s, 
with black Amcricaas chcMsing African 
or Islamic names, shunning the pomes 
given to slaves by European masters. 

Today, black parents arc going one 
step further Tlicy are using ihcU' imagi- 
natiorLS to coin new names, 

burdening children with awkward names 
that are difficult to pronounce, while oUi- - 
os see it os positive. 

Somida Jones, who worits with teen- 
aged girls Ihrou^ a civic organization, 
has witnessed firsthand the movement 
toward non-European names. 

For every l lelen and Sandra, there is a 
Saqauelo, and a Vcriisha. There is 
Zandra, Tomiyo, Shenika, Zakia, Traveta 
and Ashaunic. There is even 0 
Lakrishaw. 

“I said, boy, limes sure have changed. 
Where arc the Marys and the Sues?" 
says Jones, whose own first name has 
Arabic roots. "Now it seems people just 
moke them up."

Home sales hit highest level in 14 years

WASHINGTON — Sales of existing 
hofnes shot up to the secortd highest Icv- 
cl in 14 years last month as buyers took 
advantage of the lowest mortgage rates 
in more than two decades. 

“I think interest rates have finally, 
kicked in and brougiil housing demand 
to a higher level." said Daryl Delano of 
Cahners Economics in Newton. Mass. 

The National Association of Realtors 
reported Monday that sales of existing 
single-family homes totaled 3.91 million 
at a seasonally adjusted annual rate, up 
2.6 percent from August’s 3.81 million. 

Sales rose in every region except for 
the Northeast, where they were un- 
changed at the highest level of the year. . 

Nationally, it was the second highest 
since May 1979 when the annual rate 
was 4.09 million homes. Sales last De- 
cember* totaled 4.04 million. So far this, 
year, sales arc 7 percent above the first

Accurate coiinting is indispens- 
able to playing a decent garne of 
bridge. Whether it be high-card 
points, cards, played or unseen dls-. 
tributions, if one doesn’t count, he 
might as well be playing blindfold- 
ed. Unfortunately counting is some- 
times not enough. One must count 
something that rcallyAiounts. 

South won his heart khig and led a 
diamond to dummy's jack, holding 
the trick when Elast ducked. Aban- 
doning diamonds. South took a club 
finesse, losing to West’s king, and 
West knocked out South’s lost heart 
stopper. It no longer mattered; 
South already had his nine winners. 

*1 didn't take my diamond acc be- 
cause I knew he had another dia- 
mond." alibied East. "When you 
played the diamond deuce, I knew 
that you had an odd number (three) 
and that the suit would be ready for 
South to run." 

East’s analysis of the diamond 
situation was accurate, biit he was 
guilty of counting the wrong thing. 
Instead of counting only South's dia- 
mond tricks, he should have concen- 
trated on South’s total winners. 

If South holds the A-K o( hearts, 
Elast must assume that. South docs 
not hold, the ace and king of clubs to 
go with his announced six<ard suit 
If he does, there is no way to beat 
the game. If South docs have a quick 
club loser, four diamond winners in 
dummy will not suffice. He will 
then win four diamonds, two hearts, 
one spade and no more than one 
club. Therefore, Ekut must win the 
first diamond to lud a heart This 
establishes West’s suit before the 
clubs are run. and the game goes 
down two tricks when the club fi- 
nesse loses.
